DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response filed on April20, 2007 has been entered. Therefore claims 14 to 29 
and 31-32 as recited in the response identified above are currently pending in the 
Application. 

Claims 1 to 13, 30 and 33 to 39 were previously cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
No further IDSs after the one filed on September 06, 2006 ( already considered 
and initialed PTO-1449 mailed to Applicants') have been filed in this case. 
Therefore all IDSs in the file have been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14-29 and 31-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim/s ( 14,18,22,27 &32), which include the 
steps of producing a MIS transistor including "removing said second film to form a 
second groove on the semiconductor substrate ... [and] forming a gate 
insulator film in said second groove." ( els. 14 & 18) "controlling a thickness of 
the gate insulator film so that a top surface of said gate insulator film is higher 
than a top surface of said impurity diffusion region." ( cl.22) "sequentially 
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depositing on the semiconductor substrate a high dielectric film to serve as 
a gate insulator film and a polycrystalline semiconductor film to serve as a 
gate electrode, to form a laminate structure." ( cl.27) and "selectively 
depositing semiconductor layers serving as said source/drain regions so that 
an inclined surface is formed between the top surface of said semiconductor 
layers and said channel region." ( cl.32). ( for device claims see USP 
6,278,165).
